Under terms of an agreement 
worked out fay Ford and Hie commit- 
ee after a confrentaition in Septem- 
ber, tfae President biodoed the publica- 
of the two reports fay saying 
iisclosure “would . be . detrinentai to 
lie national security." 

Chairman Otis G. . Pike, D-N.Y., 
informed he got a 'fetter fern Fan* 
m tee reports ifae committee wanted 
o publish. But he refused to give airy 
details, • saying the tetter itself was 
temped "secret.” 

PIKE HAS never confirmed the 
subject at the reports, although they 
save been disclosed fay the Associated 
Press and other news organizatac*K.

The sources said tine committee 
was not told of and does not report on 
the recent disclosure that Ford has 
approved a new covert operation to 
distribute $8 mtttion to tnnrfena^ jtal. 
fen candidaes in the future.

A PROPOSAL to publish a third
